From our republican court <he was transferred
to adorn the Court of Maarid, to which place
Genernl Baton was sccredited Mimster, She
passed some time bLoth In London and Paris,
and wll sustalned the credit of the Ameoricun

name,

Atlter General Eaton’s death his widow was
Joft the possessor of un mdependent fortune
well investea, She iived in excellent style, and
was noted allke for her good taste, liberaliy,
and charity., Iu course of time she assumed the
guardibuship ol her two erandchiliven, o young

| and boy, and made ample provisien for their
ture life, seitling upon each of them a suili-

" ¢lent property,

Meautiine o young lialian by the nameof B,
Jended upon our shores, He was, we believe,
of respectable evnnection in his own country,
but was certainly very poor, and for a consider-
able gpuce of te could procure o employment,
Forced 10 be dle, and yet torced to live, his
prospects were very disheartening, Dot in his
rambles he chunces to meet one of our léading
musicians (Dodworth, we belleve—though for
this we will' not cerninly vouch), who recoms-
mended bhim o adopt the protession of a
dancing master, for which he was apparently
well goalted.  The Italisn acted upon the
l’riﬂn-ll\' hint thus given, and met with «n en-
couraging degree of success,

Among bis dancing pupils were o boy and

rl—the grandson and grapddanehter of Mys,

eneral Eaton, And it & [rom this point that,
in an evil hour, the career of the Italian profes.
sor ol dancing became intimately connectedl
Wwith the fate of the Eaton tamily.

B—— was a man of oily, infinanting manners,
rather handsome, though not prepossessing to n
judge ot physlognomy: betrayng in hiz tout en-
Sembe more of the danciog waster or barber than
of the g mtleman; but such as he was, the zrand-
children referred 1o, the boy and girl, conceived
a decined hking for him, aud even went so tar
ns one day Lo reques: their grandmother to allow
him to visit at her house,

At titst Mrs. Eanton was indignant at the idea
of this soclal innovation; but, us Providence or
ill luck ordamed, tinally consented. The Itallan
came anil was most kwndly treated, with all the

eninl hospitulity for which the hostess had
gcen ever famed, The rest can be readily sur-
mised., With all the eanniog of his nution and
churucter he soon aseertained che exact state of
Mrs. Eaton’s finances; he also discovered, what
in fact was patent 10 al), her amiability and softs
heartedness, Of these latter qualities he
smoothly took advaniage, and before many
mionths had passed 1t was announced In tushion-
able ewreles. that the widow or General Eaton
and Bourganani, the dancing-master, were to ba
rarried,

The rumor “took the town" by surprise. But
the fact of the wedding shortly alter excited
the town still more, Yes; the dancing-master,
who bhud seemed to be the intimate companion
of the young girl, his early triend, now married
her gusrdian, snd Mrs, Eston beoame—follow-
ing the loving fmpulses of her true woman's

Now, mark the worldly poficy of the Ttaliun,
Btep by step, by means of a determined mind

Utterty
destitute of the finer instinets ol humunity, but
famibar with all its grodser desirves, he sel de-
Hberately to accomplish o desd as bouck—aud us
meun withal—as ever was conceived in the soul
of & scoundrel.
